It mist perpetuate the ancient ruling clans jie 
of nationalism. Wren it breaks strikes or forces 
wages down in the interests of the employing 
class it has fo use the ugua) ideology of capi-

Whether {1 is more pro 
hable that we are ignorant of the cause of an eel 
or that we know the supernatural one? Chrighgnity 
Ike all religions, rests among other thinge upon my.

Ingersoll wrote “A miracle is an act performed ty | 
a master of nature without reference to the facisic | 
nature.”

Every religion has its attested miracles, The Hinds © 
RBuddist, Mohammedan, Parsee rejects the Christiasmy — 
acles, and each rejects those of the other religion 
Each has its blind believers who accept the miteda 
lock, stock and barrel, without evidence and withu 
even wanting evidence. In fact they are usually offen 
ded if you offer them any evidence that throws douti 
on a miracle If proof is asked for about these miractes 
it is not forthcoming, for the very good reason tha 
there is not a shred of evidence for any miracie % 
course. one cannot prove negatives, and therefore 4 
cannot be proved that some phenomena did not at 0s 
time occur, but the onus of proof falls upon the shou. 
ders of those who claim that they did happen. 

Looked at logically we must ask; is it mcre po 
bable that Joshua's trumpets hiew down the walls 7 
the city of Jericho, or that somebody was deliberatel 
exaggerating? 

An example of Christ’s miracles occurs in John 96 
In order to heal a blind man, Chnst spat on the grou 
and mixed his spittle with the dust and dirt into t 
paste, and then put it on the man's eyes. Such ther
